The Canadian Lion Froths. 
The Black Diamond affair will be a 
celebrated case. 
The diamond is a 
Canadian schooner 
seized by 
an 
American revenue cutter for poaching 
upon the seal fisheries of Behring 
Sea. 
The seizure is in direct accord­ 
ance with an act of cong ress some­ 
times observed and sometimes ig nored 
by the late adm inistration. 
There is 
no q uestion about the necessity of 
stopping the poaching of foreig n 
“seal pirates,'’ as well as of our own, 
if the valuable seal fisheries are to be 
preserved. 
B ut our leg ai rig ht to 
stop it is less certain than the need. 
As necessity knows no law, ?t is likely 
that the i>oacbing will be stopped un­ 
til it can be barred by some conven­ 
tion or the nations interested. 
But 
the stopping makes the Canadian lion 
froth at the mouth and insist on clear­ 
ing the way for the poachers. 
F ortu­ 
nately the British lion is less hot­ 
headed than the Canadian, and will 
rely on g etting full value for any dam ­ 
ag e to the Black Diamond rather than 
on fig hting over it. 


How’ He Gets His Salary. 
Oil Inspector Sam H. Nichols is 
shrewd enoug h to baffle all obstacles, 
particularly when they have any re­ 
lation to the stipend he is supposed 
to 
receive. 
The 
last leg islature 
placed the oil inspectorship on the 
salaried list of state officers, but made 
no provision where the $2,400 per 
year, the stipend desig nated in Sena­ 
tor Day’s bill that is now a law, should 
come from. 
Conseq uently Sam was 
receiving a salary tfiat he was not g et­ 
ting . 
The law also req uired Sam to 
turn over all the fees to the state 
treasurer. 
It has leaked out that a 
m eeting of the proper officials was 
held some time since, and it was 
« yreed to allow Mr. Nichols to draw 
his salary from the fund created by 
the inspection fees that he turns over 
to the treasurer. 
These officials are 
undoubtedly m aking out and honor­ 
ing vouchers for Nichols, with the 
supposition that the leg islature will 
ratify their action two years hence. 
If it should fail, the officers will have 
to make the deficiency g ood.—St. 
Paul News.

About P osta ge Sta m ps. 
The people of the United States 
use annually about 2,000,000,000 post­ 
ag e stam ps—a q uantity sufficient to 
g ridle the w’hole earth at the eq uator 
and then nearly belt the whole earth 
ag ain. 
For these stam ps the public 
contributes into the treasury of the 
post-office departm ent about 40,000,- 
000, a neat sum that is increasing by 
g ig antic strides each year. 
It costs 
the g overnment a fraction over six 
cents a thousand to have ordinary 
stamps printed, says the W ashing ton 
Post. 
For special delivery stamps lh 
cents a thousand is paid, and postal 
cards 41» eenis u tfcg ^SHnd. 
Aft the 
low’est denomination of stanif/s sells 
for $10 a thousand, it is easy to see 
that the g overnment sells them at an 
enormoua p*vfit—a profit which g oes 
larg ely toward meeting the ex penses 
of carrying the letters. 
Contracts are 
made with private firms once every 
four years, bids being Invited by 
public advertisements. 
Some years 
ag o the bureau of eng raving and 
printing endeavored to secure the 
work, and there wras a long and sharp 
correspondence between the post-office 
departm ent and the chief of the bur­ 
eau. 
It *788 decided, however, that 
the bureau had not tnc leg al rig ht to 
priiP postag e « tamps, and the con­ 
tract was « warded to the American 
Banknote company, of N?w York. 


To M uzzle Ca ts. 
The reply of Home Secretary Mat­ 
thews, in London, to the influentially 
sig ned petition recently presented to 
him and which asked that, in view of 
the fact that two recent cases of 
hydrophobia had been traced to cat 
bites, an order should be issued com- 
peUing all owners of cats to provide 
them with muzzles.

Chickens with tw o heads, legs or 
wings are heard from with unusual 
frequency this season.

In pigs it goes the other w ay, 
and has bcpn continued till there were 
pigs born with no eyes and only three 
legs. 


Foot rot is not us prevalent as 
form erally. 
This is due to the sheep 
being kept on dry ground instead of 
given only t he wet pastures, as before. 
Sheep should in variab ly have shelter 
a t night, but they object to being 
confined in a close building. 
An 
open shed, with a dry floor should be 
provided. 


Farm ers who have exj> erimented 
with ensilage as food for sheep, re­ 
port the best results, particularly 
w ith ewes at lam bing time. 
The en­ 
silage prom otes the flow of milk and 
keeps both ewe and lam b in prime 
condition. 
It seems to be even more 
valuable for sheep than cattle. 


The dog skins so extensively used 
in Am erica and elsewhere for m aking 
gloves, come largely from China. 
There are thousands of farms in Man­ 
churia aud M ongolia where from tens 
to hundreds of dogs are reared year­ 
ly. 
The dogs are strangled, so as 
not to injure the skins, being killed 
in W inter when th ecoat is in the finest 
condition. 
G oats are also raised on 
a large scale for a like purpose. 


None of the groin excepting per. 
haps wheat contain more of album i­ 
noids and phosphates than do oats. 
This grain is therefore especially v a l­ 
uable as feed for grow ing stock o f all 
kinds, from chickens up to pigs, calves 
and 
colts. 
After a 
tim e young 
anim als will cloy if fed on Indian corn. 
It does not contain the nutriment 
they need for grow th. 
But a change 
to o at meal will bring them in grow ­ 
ing condition again. 


Sweet or ripened silage can only be 
made from fully grow n and m ature 
fodder, the grain of w hich has t>egun 
to glaze. 
The juices of such fodder 
are more than water, and these juices 
when the fodder is cut are so charged 
with starch, etc., th at they tend to 
preserve the fodder, and ferm enta­ 
tion cannot go as far or a ttain so 
high a degree of heat as when less 
m ature fodder is siloed. 
The filling 
can be more rapid with m ature fod­ 
der and as good or better results se­ 
cured. 


There are four breeds of sheep 
known in this country' which are usu­ 
ally classed as Dow ns, and which are 
very highly regarded by their hr m b 
ers, all o f them ranking high as pro­ 
ducers of first-class m utton—a flesh 
th a t commends itself to the m ost 
critical and exactin g of epicures, as 
well as to everybody else who enjoys 
good health and who can sit down 
to a juicy roast or nicely-boiled joint 
with a good appetite and relish for a 
hearty meal. 
They are the South, 
Oxford, Hampshire and Shropshie 
Downs. 


P uttin g liells on sheep to prevent 
ravages o f «logs is so often urged that 
it occurs to me to suggest th a t dogs 
allowed to run a t large be made to 
wear bells also. 
If not, why not?

Do 
not put manure under the eaves, but 
leave it exposed, if you wish cover 
with a layer of earth, and the loss 
will not be serious.

ly thirsty. 
If the birdscan easily get 
a t water they soon leave oft takin g 
the fruit. 


T o « lose cracks in iron 
stoves, 
take good wood ashes, to which add 
the same qu an tity of fine pulverized 
clay, rnix th orough ly together with 
a litttle salt; this m ixture is to bo 
moistened with w ater and applied to 
the parts. 
The stove should be cold 
w hen applied. 


Cold-slaw dressing w ithout cream- 
—A beaten egg, a teaspoonful of 
sugar, a pinch of salt, a dash of pep* 
per, and about four tablespoonful of 
vinegar. 
Mix them together, set 011 
the stove, ami let the w hole come to 
a boil, stirrin g constan tly. Then add 
a lump of butter and pour while hot 
over the sliced cabbage. 


A good w ay to use small pieces of 
soap is to piace them iu a wide­ 
m outhed quart bottle, and when half 
fiill add a teaspoonful of am m onia 
and a quart o f warm 
water.

grease out o f clothing,w ashing paint, 
windows, or an yth in g th at needs 
soap and water to cleanse it. 


B orax water for washing the hand 
m ay be made by sim ply dissolving 
the borax in warm w ater in a bottle, 
as much as the w ater will take up, 
A spoonful of the solution in a pint 
of water is about the right propor­ 
tion for washing hands. 
It is l>est 
used ju st before retiring, and will 
tend to keep the hands soft und 
sm ooth. 


Lam p chim neys should never be 
washed in soap suds or clear water. 
If a cloth wet with alcohol was used 
for this purpose, or, what is much 
cheaper and alw ays at hand, kero­ 
sene oil, there would Is? a perceptible 
falling off in the m anufacture and 
sale of lam p chimneys. 
It is really 
surprising now seldom chim neys will 
break, and w hat a fine polish will be 
given them by cleaning in kerosene 
or alcohol.

It is a good plan, occa­ 
sionally, if you m ust use ironware in­ 
stead o f lighter vessels, to plunge 
such articles as baking-pans.spiders, 
griddles, Ac., in water, with one 
tablespoonful o f soda to each gallon 
of water, cover close, and cook them 
for tw o hours.

A nything knit or crocheted o f white 
worsted m ay be washed more easily 
in dry flour than in soap and water; 
and from the flour buth it will come 
o u t as fine, new and fleecy as when it 
was first made, while if washed in 
soap and w ater it will look decidedly 
“ strin gy.” 
So if you are the posses­ 
sor of any soiled white worsted work, 
sift some flour, into which plunge the 
article, where you m ay 
rub and 
squeeze, if you will not wring it, to 
your h eart’s content. 
When sup­ 
posed to be clean, shake out all the 
flour you can anil, hang it out of 
doors in a gentle breeze for on hour 
or so.

Tranrferriag Beet, 


A good bee sm oker is needed, so 
th a t you can have full control o f the 
bees. 
They should be smoked thor­ 
oughly before operations begin and 
a t frequent intervals before attem pt­ 
ing to open the old hive. 
This will 
allow ample time for them to fill 
themselves with honey, which they 
never tail to d o if thoroughly smoked. 
Turn the hivo bottom -side up, and 
with a cold chisel and hammer pry 
open and cut the nails from two 
sides of the hive. 
This will lay the 
com bs bare, so th a t they m ay be 
reached conveniently. L ay the frame 
to receive the com bs flat upon a 
lionrd which has been 
previously 
gutted out one-half by one-half inch 
on every two inches of surface. This 
will allow a wooden needle to pass 
under the com b after it is fitted into 
the frnrae. 
By this means a cor«l of 
hard twine is drawn over the com b 
and around the entire frame and 
securely tied, spanning the frame 
every tw o inches. 
After the combs 
have all been removed, cut, fitted 
aud tigh tly bound into the frames, 
pluce them carefully 
into the new 
frame hive and raise the old hive, 
which contains the m ajority of the 
bees. 
W ith a brush o f solt m aterial 
or a stiff feather gently remove the 
liees into the new hive or to its en­ 
trance. 
In arranging 
the combs 
place those containing the brood in 
the renter and see th at the brood 
occupies a com pact mass in th** hive. 
In a day or tw o the bees will have 


fa ste n e d the combs in the frames and 
will untim ately remove the twine 
fastening. 
They cannot do this if 
wooden s tr ip s or tin 
fa s te n in g s a r e

About Postage Stamps. 
The people of the United States 
use annually about 2,000,000,000 post­ 
age stamps 
a quantity sufficient to 
gridls the whole earth at the equator 
and then nearly belt the whole earth 
again. 
For these stamps the public 
contributes into the treasury of the 
post-office department about 40,000,- 
000, a neat sum that is increasing by 
gigantic strides each year. 
It costs 
the government a fraction over six 
cents a thousand to have ordinary 
stamps printed, says the Washington 
Post. 
For special delivery stam{»s 1H 
cents a thousand is paid, and postai 
cards 40 ceiiis u tj;(crrsnnd. 
As the 
lowest denomination of stamp# sells 
for $10 a thousand, it is easy to see 
that the government sells them at an 
enormous p/qfit—a profit which goes 
largely toward meeting the expenses 
of carrying the letters. 
Contracts are 
made with private firms once every 
four years, bids being invited by 
public advertisements. 
Some years 
ago the bureau of engraving and 
printing endeavored to secure the 
work, and there was a long and sharp 
correspondence between the post-office 
department and the chief of the bur­ 
eau. 
It 37S8 decided, however, that 
the bureau had not tne legal right to 
pnn* postage stamps, and the con­ 
tract was awarded to the American 
Banknote company, of N?w York. 


To Muzzle Cats. 
The reply of Home Secretary Mat­ 
thews, in London, to the influentially 
signed petition recently presented to 
him and which asked that, in view of 
the fact that two recent cases of 
hydrophobia had been traced to cat 
bites, an order should be issued com­ 
pelling all owners of cats to provide 
them with muzzles.

don is very large.

but that the bite or scratch of a rabid 
cat will convey hydrophobia, but he is 
happy to say that such cases are very 
rare.

About Postage Stamps. 
The people of the United States 
use annually about 2,000,000,000 post­ 
age stamps—a quantity sufficient to 
gridle the whole earth at the equator 
and then nearly belt the whole earth 
again. 
For these stamps the public 
contributes into the treasury of the 
post-office department about 40,000,- 
000, a neat sum that is increasing by 
gigantic strides each year. 
It costs 
the government a fraction over six 
cents a thousand to have ordinary 
stamps printed, says the M ashingion 
Post. 
For special delivery stamps lh 
cents a thousand is paid, and postal 
cards 40 eeuis <* RtCT'SHud. 
As the 
lowest denomination of stamps sells | 
for $10 a thousand, it is easy to see 
that the government sells them at an 
enormous pistil—a profit which goes 
largely toward meeting the expenses 
of carrying the letters. 
Contracts are 
made with private firms once every 
four years, bids being invited by 
public advertisements. 
Some years 
ago the bureau of engraving and 
printing endeavored to secure the 
work. and there was a long and sharp 
correspondence between the post-office 
department and the chief of the bur­ 
eau. 
It WW decided, however, that 
the bureau had not tnc legal right to 
prin* postage stamps, and the con­ 
tract was awarded to the American 
Banknote company, of 
^ ork-

—The entire business portion of this city 
w a s .destroyed by fire last night. 
Tw enty- 
five blocks were reduced to ashea 
The esti­ 
mates loss is $14,000,000. The fire started 
at 7 o’clock in a lodging house on Railroad 
avenue. 
Ih e fire departm ent was on the 
Beene quickly, but owing to a lack of w ater 
the fire rapidly spread to the adjoining fram e 
building and was soon beyond control. 
The 
flames jum ped across the street to the Russ 
house and Pacific hotel. 
By this tim e a 
strong wind had sprung up, and it was ovi- 
dent th at the city was doomed. The fire 
spread w ith fearful rapidity, and the firemen 
were powerless. 
A ttem pts were m ade to 
check the ttre by blowing up buildings in its 
path, but they were useless. 
From the Pa­ 
cific hotel the fire jutnjMid across First street 
to the fram e buildings In the next block.

Sons Hard Knoeka. 
W a s h in g t o n , Special Telegram, Aug. 5. 
Tho following are the principal points in a 


letter from Postmaster General Wanamaker 
to President Green, of the Western Union 
Telegraph company, In regard to telegraph 
rates paid by the government: 
Your unqualified statement that “the privi­ 
leges and benefits derived by yonr company 
through the acts of consnress are purely imagi­ 
nary,” and the companion assertion that your 
company ha* never “taken a atone or stick of 
timber, or appropriated a foot of land belonging 
to the government” under such acts, are not 
sustained by the facts. It is an undent tble fact 
that the telegraph companies in accepting the 
act of 1886, and afterwards the supplementary 
acts, considered thev were gaining special and 
actual benefits which fully compensated them 
for the low rates Intended to be granted to the 
government, and the representatives of the gov­ 
ernment likewise supposed th n they were se­ 
curing some benefits for the valuable conces­ 
sions being made to the telegraph companies. 
The telegraph companies not only accepted the 
acta, expecting 
substantial 
benefits 
would 
ensue, 
but, 
in 
the 
case 
of 
the 
West­ 
ern 
Union 
Telegraph 
company 
nota­ 
bly, 
great 
and 
conspicuous 
benefits 
have already accrued. Under these grants the 
company has claimed the right to nse, without 
compensation of any kind as to right of way, all 
the highways of tbe country, on the ground of 
thslr being post road*. It has broadened this 
claim to the extent that the street* of cities and 
towns are also post roads, and, therefore, open 
and free to its occupancy and use. The courts 
have sustained it iu this claim. You are neces­ 
sarily familiar with the Pensacola case, lu which 
the supremo court of the United State* decided 
that the Western Union Telegraph company had 
rights which even the sovereign State of Florida 
could not annul. This, under the benefits ot 
this act. instead of not occupying a foot of pub­ 
lic land, a* you assert, you are. In fact, occupy­ 
ing many thousands of miles of post roads, and 
are privileged to occupy all the highways in the 
United States. You have thus been able to oc­ 
cupy and use the streets in tbe large cities of 
Philadelphia and New York, regardless of the 
views of the local authorities, and almost 
REGARDLESS OF PUBLIC OPINION. 
Even the elevated railroads of New York city 
have been claimed as post roads and the claim 
sustained. The Htate of New York may regu­ 
late in the use, bat is not able to deprive you of 
these great privileges secured to telegraph com­ 
panies, and m aintained to them alone, by the 
congressional act of 1866. Beyond this the 
streets of all other cities and toe ns of the 
United Htate* have been kept open to your use. 
1 am sure that, ou reflection, you will hardly 
claim th at such great benefits as these are 
purely im aginary.” As to your question of the 
legal power of the postm aster general to fix the 
rate for government messages I should say we 
may agree that the act of comrress at least im ­ 
poses on the postm aster general the duty to 
name tbe rate and m aintain It nntfl in a court 
of Inquiry tbe rate has beeu shown to be unjust. 
As to yonr qualified statem ent that no corpora­ 
tion* havs received the rate equal to the pro­ 
posed government rate of one mill a word, your 
statem ent th at the ; 
Ions are not 
corporation* Is hardly justified by the facts and 
Is uot material to tho question. 
As to your 
statem ent that no message can be carried and 
delivered by a telegraph company for less than 
tw enty ceuts w ithout the service being done at 
a iosm: Is it not true that within a few years 
and for several years in succession large volumes 
of business have been handled by yonr company 
and other com panto* at a minimum rate of ten 
cents a message, and did not this rate continue 
until the W estern Union absorbed tbe com pet­ 
ing lines? 
Mr. W anamaker says that on signal service 
business no reduction w hatever has been 
made in the governm ent rates since 1877, 
but w ithin th a t period the Western Union 
com pany have reduced the public rule from 
6 2 Rf cents to 30 cents per m essage 
Within 
the past five years the public rate has fallen 
1 8 per cent, b u t there has been no reduction 
w hatever in governm ent 
rates. 
Taking 
these facts in nccount he believes th at the 
governm ent has been paying for its tele­ 
graphic service more tnsn any otber cus­ 
tom er giving a like or approxim ate am ount 
of business, and waiving entirely the ques­ 
tion of benefits accruing to the telegraph 
companies under ihe act of 1866 the gov­ 
ernm ent, be think*, ought to be upon as fa­ 
vorable a basis with respect to rates as their 
most favored customer*.

sented to a request for a conference on the

Commencing at a point 
on Thief liver, which crosses the line be­ 
tw een Marshall and Polk counties, thence 
northeast to the m ost northw esterly point of 
the upper Red lake, theuce east along the 
northerly shore of the lake to a point due 
north of a point one m ile east from the east­ 
erly end of lower Red lake, thence due south 
to tho last named, thence southw esterly in a 
straight line to a point on Hay creek, one 
mile from where said creek enters the lower 
P,ed lake; thence south to a point from which 
a liae extending west passes midway be­ 
tw een w hat is galled tjie ,cbig m arsh” and 
tbe sugar busb north of aud nearest to said 
marsh, sftid sug^r bu*h being on the Red lake 
and White Earth road; thence w estalopg the 
line between the m arsh and sugar bush to 
Clearwater river, the line supposed to be 
about six miles touth of the lower Red lake; 
thence northw esterly along the Clearwater 
river to the point where the river crosses the 
boundary of Red Lake reservation as the 
same ha* heretofore existed; thence a'ong 
said reservation line to the place of begin­ 
ning.

Irrigation In Dakota. 
The United States mod ate irrigation cum- 
mi ttee, of which Senator Stew art of Nevada 
is the chairm an, arrived a t Huron. H. D. 
from Sioux Fall*. 
Im cdiately on arrival a 
sesaion was held in which statem ents weie 
subm itted by a number of gentlemen inter­ 
ested in irrigation. The principal speaker 
was Prof. I^>wis McLouth, president of th# 
South D akota Agricultural college at Brook­ 
ings 
There were hundreds of artesian w#li«, 
he said, in the valley of the Jaiues river, each 
yielding a large flow of wuter from an aver­ 
age depth of 1.000 f<»et. 
The power thus ob­ 
tained wa# now utilized to run steam presses, 
electric light dynam os, mills and factories. 
An inexhaustible supply of water and water 
power could therefore be had in this valley 
by an increase in the number oi artesian 
well* 
Home of the well* alr.adv 
flowing 
gave the cuorm ou*quantity of4,000 gallon# 
u minute. 
If the yearly flow# of these wells 
could lie saved and stored in reservoir*, to 
be used as needed, so os to supply in the 
growing season* the deficiency in the natural 
rain fall, it would odd enormously to the 
developement of agriculture and turn the 
entire Jam*-# river valley into a luxuriant 
garden.

Americans of French parentage are not.

With reference to the right of being 
domiciled In France tbe n**w law states that 
all the permissions given heretofore to that 
effect will expire in five year* from the date 
of the present law, and will not be renewed 
in faTor of those who, within th at period, 
have not applied for naturalization.

Brooklyn’s Divine Discourse On St, 
Luke’s Obsevat ion Regarding Child- 
ren Wise Beyond Their Years.

The great want of this world Is more rom- 
mon sense in m atters of religiou. If onvhalf 
of the skill and forcefulnessempioy«d in finan­ 
cial affuirs were employed in disseminating the 
truths 
of 
Christ 
and 
trying 
to 
make 
the 
world 
better 
within 
ten years the last juggernaut would fall, the 
lust throne of oppresion 
upset, the last 
iniquity tumble, und the anthem th a t was 
chanted over Bethlehem on Christmas night 
would be echoed and le-echoed from all na 
tion* and kindred arid people; “Glory 
to 
God in the highest and on earth peace, good 
will to men.” 
Some years ugo. on a train going toward 
the southwest, a# the porter of the sleeping- 
car was muking up the lierths a t the even' 
ing tide, I saw a man kneel down to pray 
W ordly people in the « ar looked on, as much 
as to say: “ W hat doe# this mean?” 
I 
suppose the most of the people in the car 
thought th a t man was either insane or th a t 
he was a fanatic; but lie disturbed no one 
when he knelt and he disturbed no one when 
he arose. 
In n'ter conversation with him I 
found out th a t he w as u member of a church 
iu my own city; th a t lie wus a seafaring 
man, and that, he was on hi# way to New 
Orleans to take command of a vessel.

thought then, us I think now, th a t ten such 
men—men with such courage for God as 
th a t man had—would bring the whole city 
to Christ; 1,000 such men would bring this 
whole laud to God; 10,000 such men in a 
short time would bring the whole earth iuto 
the kingdom of Je»m».

w as found am ong the samples. The 
secretary says th a t it w ill destroy 
the stom ach even of an ostrich il 
used liberally. The law us enacted 
by the last legislature prohibits the 
m anufacture and sale of any vinegar 
not the product of pure apple juice. 
It m ust not have 
any artificial 
coloring; m ust have 
an 
acidity 
equivalent to the presence of not 
less th an 4 per cent, by weight o 
acetic 
acid.—Indianapolis 
Cor.

tw een w h at is called th e "big m arsh” and 
the su g ar bush n o rth of aud nearest to said 
m arsh, Raid sugar bush being on the Red lake 
and W hite E arth road; thence w est along the 
line betw een the m arsh and sugar bush to 
C learw ater river, th e line supposed to be 
about six m iles south of th e low er Red lake;

Death in a Vinegar Cruet. 


Acting under the provisions of a 
recent law the secretary of the state 
board of health has collected samples 
of the vinegar sold in this and other 
Indiana cities, and has just com­ 
pleted a careful analysis. 
O f eight 
samples thoroughly tested, but one 
provides to be pure cider vinegar, 
and the other seven are nothing

condition.

The dog skins so extensively used 
in Am erica and elsewhere for m aking 
gloves, com e largely from China. 
T here are th o u sa n d s of farm s in M an­ 
ch u ria au d M ongolia where from tens 
to hundreds of d ogs a re reared y e a r­ 
ly. 
The dogs are stran g led , so as 
n o t to injure th e skins, being killed 
in W inter when th e co at is in the finest 
condition. 
G o ats are also raised on 
a large scale for a like purpose. 


None of th e g ra m excepting per. 
im ps w heat co n tain m ore of alb u m i­ 
noids and p h o sp h ates th a n do o ats. 
This g ra in is therefore especially v a l­ 
uable as feed for grow ing stock of all 
kinds, from chickens up to pigs, calves 
a n d 
colts. 
After a 
tim e young 
anim als will cloy if fed on Indian corn. 
It does n o t co n tain th e n u trim en t 
th ey need for grow th. 
B ut a change 
t o o a t m eal will b rin g them in gro w ­ 
ing condition ag ain . 


Sweet o r ripened silage can only be 
m ade from fully grow n an d m atu re 
fodder, th e g rain o f which h as l>egun 
to glaze. 
T he juices of such fodder 
are m ore th a n w ater, an d these juices 
when th e fodder is cut a re so charged 
w ith starch , etc., th a t th ey tend to 
preserve the fodder, a n d ’ ferm enta­ 
tio n can n o t g o as fur o r a tta in so 
high a degree o f h eat as when less 
m a tu re fodder is siloed. 
The filling 
can be m ore rap id w ith m a tu re fod­ 
der an d a s good or b e tte r results se­ 
cured.

a list claim s th a t th e reason birds e a t 
cherries anti straw b erries is because 
in th e blazing h e a t th ey g e t dreadful­ 
ly th irsty . 
If th e b ird scan easily get 
a t w ater they soon leave ofl ta k in g 
th e fruit. 


T o d o se cracks in iron 
stoves, 
ta k e good wood ashes, to which add 
th e sam e q u a n tity of fine pulverized 
clay, mix th o ro u g h ly to g e th e r w ith 
a litttle salt; th is m ix tu re is to 1k> 
m oistened w ith w ater and applied to 
th e p a rts. 
T he sto v e should be cold 
when applied. 


Cold-slaw dressing w ith o u t cream - 
—A beaten egg, a teaspoonful ol 
su g ar, a pinch of sa lt, a dash of pep­ 
per, an d a b o u t four tablespoonful of 
vinegar. 
Mix them to g eth er, set on 
th e sto v e, an d let th e whole come to 
a boil, stirrin g c o n sta n tly . T hen add 
a lum p of b u tte r an d po ur w hile hot 
over the sliced cabbage. 


A good w ay to use sm all pieces of 
soap is to p lace them in a wide­ 
m outhed q u a rt b o ttle, an d when half 
full add a teaxpoontul of am m onia 
an d a q u a rt of w arm w ater. 
The 
m ix tu re is then ready for ta k in g 
grease o u t o f clothing,w ashing p ain t, 
w indow s, o r a n y th in g th a t needs 
so ap an d w ater to cleanse it. 


B orax w ater for w ashing the h a n d 
m ay be m ade by sim ply dissolving 
th e bo rax in w arm w ater in a bottle, 
us m uch a s th e w ater will ta k e up. 
A spoonful o f the solution in a pint 
of w ater is a b o u t th e rig h t p ro p o r­ 
tio n for w ashing hands. 
It is best 
used ju s t before retirin g, nnd will 
tend to keep th e h ands soft und 
sm o o th . 


L am p chim neys should never be 
w ashed in so ap suds o r d e a r w ater. 
It a d o th w et w ith alcohol w as used 
for th is purpose, or, w h at is m uch 
cheaper an d alw ays a t hand, kero­ 
sene oil, th ere would be a perceptible 
falling off in th e m an u facture and 
sale of lam p chim neys. 
I t is really 
su rp risin g how seldom chim neys wiil 
break, an d w h at a fine polish will be 
given them by cleaning in kerosene 
o r alcohol. 


Gravy for 
P otatoes.—P ut 
a 
spoonful or more of butter, accord­ 
ing to the quantity of potatoes you 
have, into a frying-pan and set over 
the fire until brow n, being careful 
not to scorch it. 
Mix a spoonful of 
flour in a cup of thin cream, or milk, 
if one has no cream; pour into the 
browned butter, boil up, season with 
pepper and a little salt if necessary, 
and turn over the boiled potatoes. 
This is a very nice way to serve 
sm all potatoes. 


P a t t y Cr u s t s .— Roll o u t th e dough 
to a thickness of a q u a rte r o f a n inch 
in sq u are shapes; c u t o u t th e p attie s 
w ith th e eake-cutter, place them on 
a cake p an , which m u st n o t lw* to o 
th in , an d m u st be w etted w ith w ater. 
T ake 
one 
egg 
well 
whipped 
an d 
a 
few’ 
dro p s 
of 
m ilk. 
W ith a 
b ru sh 
color 
th e 
to p s 
w ith o u t to u ch in g th e sides; then w ith 
a sm aller c u tte r m ark th e p a ttie s, 
but n o t to o deeply in th e center, and 
p u t in an oven h o t enough to ro a st 
a chicken. 
W hen cooked ta k e o u t 
th e centers w ith a knife an d use them 
as covers. 


T o Clean the P ots.—The n a tu ra l 
color of iron is g ra y , and a little 
care w ill keep iron vessels th is color. 
If they are black it is because they 
are d irty . 
I t is a good plan, occa­ 
sionally, if you m u st use ironw are in­ 
stead of lig h ter vessels, to plunge 
such articles as baking-pans,spiders, 
griddles, Ac., in w ater, w ith one 
tablespoonful of so d a to each gallon 
of w ater, cover close, an d cook them 
for tw o hours. T h en rem ove one a t 
a tim e and w ash each piece before it 
dries. 
You will be am azed a t the 
changed condition of y o u r w’a re sth e 
first tim e you do it, unless you are 
one am o n g 50,000 of o ur house­ 
keepers. 


A nything k n it o r crocheted of white 
w orsted m ay be w ashed m ore easily 
in d ry flour th a n in so ap and w ater; 
and from th e flour b a th it will com e 
o u t a s fine, new an d fleecy as when it 
was first m ade, while if w ashed in 
so ap an d w ater it will look decidedly 
“strin g y .” 
So if you are th e posses­ 
so r of an y soiled w hite w orsted w ork, 
sift som e flour, in to which plunge the 
article, where y o u m ay 
ru b an d 
squeeze, if y ou will n o t w ring it, to 
yo u r h e a rt’s co n ten t. 
TVhen sup­ 
posed to be clean, shake o u t all the 
flour y o u can an d , h an g it o u t of 
d o o rs in a gentle breeze for an ho u r 
or so. 
If th e w ork h as l>een properly 
perform ed, y o u will find it a s b eau ti­ 
ful as when new.

d ark sto rm and rain or snow to the 
sw aying deck of the fast m oving train . 
He sets a break, a n o th e r,n n d a n o th ­ 
er, a n d s ta rts to go to the next car, 
thinking th a t th e distances between 
all cars are alike. 
A sudden jerk; the 
space to be stepped from one car to 
a n o th e r suddenly widens and the 
poor fellow fulls. 
W hen th e tra in 
reaches the next sta tio n the rear 
brakem an of th e tra in is m issing. An 
engine is sent back to find him . They 
find, perhaps, th e head on one side 
of tin* tra c k , the feet on th e other, 
and the body strew n along the tra c k 
for a long distant e. W hose fault was 
it th a t the po o r fellow couldn’t or 
d idn’t step across th e unequal and 
suddenly lengthened distance? 
It is 
a stinging disgrace to civ ilizatio n ,to 
hum anity, and to < h ristia n ity to ex 
pose a hum an being to these chances 
ot accident and d eath .

They are bound to have the queen’s 
face stam ped on their letters a t any 
cost, and a p p ear to have provided 
sta m p s lor th is purpose. 


Transferring Bees, 
A good bee sm oker is needed, so 
th a t you can have full co n tro l of th e 
bees. 
T hey should be sm oked th o r­ 
oughly before o p eratio n s begin and 
a t frequent in terv als before a tte m p t­ 
ing to open th e old hive. T his will 
allow am ple tim e for them to fill 
them selves w ith honey, which they 
never Juil to do if th o ro u g h ly sm oked. 
T u rn th e hivo bottom -side up, and 
w ith a cold chisel and ham m er p ry 
open and c u t th e nails from tw o 
sides of th e hive. T his will lay th e 
com bs bare, so th a t they m ay be 
reached conveniently. L ay the fram e 
to receive th e com bs flat upon a 
b o ard which h as been 
previously 
g u tte d o u t one-half by one-balf inch 
on every tw o inches of surface. This 
will allow a wooden needle to pass 
under th e com b after it is fitted in to 
the fram e. 
By th is m eans a cord of 
h a rd tw ine is draw n over the com b 
and aro u n d th e entire fram e and 
securely tied, spanning th e fram e 
every tw’o iuches. 
After th e com bs 
have all been rem oved, cu t, fitted 
an d tig h tly bound in to th e fram es, 
place them carefully in to the new 
fram e hive and raise th e old hive, 
which co n tain s th e m ajo rity of the 
bees. 
W ith a brush of so lt m aterial 
o r a stiff feather gently rem ove the 
bees into the: new hive o r to its en­ 
trance. 
In a rra n g in g 
th e com bs 
place th ose con tain in g th e brood in 
th e center and see th a t th e brood 
occupies a com pact m uss in the hive. 
In a day o r tw o th e bees will have 
fastened the com bs in the fram es und 
will u n tim ately rem ove the tw ine 
fastening. T hey c a n n o t do th is if 
wooden strip s o r tin fastenings are 
used. 
Only com bs th a t are stra ig h t 
should be used; fill th e rem ainder of 
the fram es with foundation which I 
would recom m end ra th e r th a n crook­ 
ed com bs, b u t 
com bs co ntaining 
brood should all be used.—Am erican 
A griculturist.

Chickens with two heads, legs or 
wings are heard from with unusual 
frequency this season.

Foot rot is not us prevalent as 
formerally. This is duo to the sheep 
being kept on dry ground instead of 
given only the wet pastures, as before. 
Sheep should invariably have shelter 
a t night, but they object to tieing 
confined in a dose building. 
An 
op en shed, with a dry floor should be 
provided. 
Farm ers who have ex{>erimented 
with ensilage as food for sheep, re­ 
port the I>est results, particularly 
with ewes a t lam bing time. The en­ 
silage prom otes the flow of milk and 
kiH'ps both ewe and lamb in prime 
condition. 
It seems to lie even more 
valuable for sheep than cattle. 
The dog skins so extensively used 
iii America and elsewhere for making 
gloves, come largely from China. 
There are thousands of farms in Man­ 
churia aud Mongolia wherefrom tens 
to hundreds of dogs are reared year­ 
ly. Tile dogs are strangled, so as 
not to injure the skins, being killed 
iii Winter when timeout is in the finest 
condition. Goats are also raised on 
a large scale for a like purpose. 
None of the groin excepting per. 
haps wheat contain more of album i­ 
noids and phosphates than do oats. 
This grain is therefore especially val­ 
uable as feed for grow ing stock of all 
kinds, from chickens up to pigs, calves 
and 
colts.

THE HOUSEHOLD. 


H ists for th e Home. 
A good way to clean an iron sink 
is to rub well with a d o th wet in 
kerosene oil. 
Blankets should be soaked in a so­ 
lution of soap-suds and am m onia 
water, and washed afterw ards in clear 
water, when they will come o u t white 
and clear. 


A physician is quoted as saying 
th at he always has boiled onions for 
dinner for the benefit of his children. 
“ No worms, no scarlatina, no dip- 
theria, where children eat plentifully 
of onions every day.” 
lf the flat-iron is dirty tie up a 
piece of yellow* beeswax in a rag. and 
when the iron is alm ost but not quite 
hot enough to use, rub it quickly 
with the wax, and then with a coarse 
cloth. 
lf anything hard gets into the cur, 
double a stout horse hair, place the 
head on one side and drop the loop 
into the ear, move it about until he 
catches the object and then draw it 
out. 
Lime and Alkali stains may lie re­ 
moved from white goods by simply 
washing. In the case 
of colored 
goods and silks the goods should lie 
moistened and citric acid, much dilu­ 
ted, applied with the finger. 
Starch P olish.—A piece of sterine, 
candle spermaceti or white wax 
as 
large as a robin’s egg will give a nice 
gloss. 
A teaspoonful of salt to each 
pint of starch prevents it from stick­ 
ing. 
L avender Water.—Put one pound 
of fresh lavender with one pint of wa­ 
ter into a farina boiler, cover and 
sump slowly for one hour, take from 
the fire, add two quarts of alcohol, 
filter, and bottle for use. 
W ith green peas, 
shell 
beans, 
green corn, asparagus, celery, and 
spinach, use as little w ater as possi­ 
ble, and let it boil away, leaving just 
enough moisture, and thus save all 
the desirable soluble m utter th a t 
may have been drawn off. 
Chemists say th a t it takes more 
than twice as much sugar to sweeten 
preserves, sauce Ac., if put in when 
they begin to cook as it does to 
■xvt'eten after the fruit iseooked. Salt 
should not be added to oatm eal un­ 
til it has boiled a t least ten minutes. 
Pans of water placed in fruit and 
l>erry patches will keep birds from 
eating the fruit. Ait English n atu r­ 
alist claims th a t the reason birds eat 
cherries and straw berries is because 
in the blazing beat they get dreadful­ 
ly thirsty, lf the birds can easily get 
a t water they soon leave oft taking 
the fruit. 


To close cracks in iron 
stoves, 
take good wood ashes, to which add 
the same quantity of fine pulverized 
clay, mix thoroughly together with 
a b ittie salt; this m ixture is to lie 
moistened with water and applied to 
the parts. The stove should be cold 
w hen applied. 
Cold-slaw dressing w ithout cream- 
—A beaten egg, a teaspoonful of 
sugar, a pinch of salt, a dash of pep­ 
per, and about four tablespoonful of 
vinegar. 
Mix them together, set on

It ii cloth wet with alcohol was used 
for this purpose, or, what is much 
I cheaper and always a t hand, kero- 
; sene oil, there would be a perceptible 
falling off in the m anufacture and 
sale of lamp chimneys. 
It is really 
surprising now seldom chimneys xviii 
break, and what a fine polish will lie 
gix en them by cleaning in kerosene 
or alcohol.

spoonful or more of butter, accord­ 
ing to the quantity of potatoes you 
have, into a frying-pan and set over 
the fire until broxvn, being careful 
not to ■coroll it.

It is a good plan, occa­ 
sionally, if you m ust use ironxvare in­ 
stead of lighter vessels, to plunge 
such articles as baking-pans.spiders, 
griddles, Ac., in water, with one 
tablespoonful of soda to each gallon 
of water, cover close, and cook them 
for two hours. Then remove one a t 
a time and wash each piece before it 
dries.

A nything knit or crocheted of white 
worsted m ay be washed more easily 
in dry flour th an in soap and water; 
and from the flour bath it will come 
out as fine, new and fleecy as when it 
xx as first made, while if washed in 
soap and water it will look decidedly 
“stringy.” 8o if you are the posses­ 
sor of any soiled white worsted work, 
sift some flour, into which plunge the 
article, where you m ay rub and 
squeeze, if you w ill not wring it, to 
your h eart’s content. When sup­ 
posed to be clean, shake out all the 
flour you can and, hang it out of 
doors in a gentle breeze for on hour 
or so. If the work has lieen properly 
performed, you will find it ae beauti­ 
ful as when new.

Johnstow n. The !uw should compel 
all railroads to provide means of 
safety to its employes.

Transferring Bee*, 
A good bee smoker is needed, so 
th a t you can have full control of the 
bees. They should be smoked th o r­ 
oughly before operations begin and 
a t frequent intervals before attem pt­ 
ing to open the old hive. This will 
allow ample time for them to fill 
themselves with honey, which they 
never Jail to do ifthoroughly smoked. 
Turn the hivo bottom -side up, and 
with a cold chisel and ham m er pry 
open and cut the nails from two 
sides of the hive. This will lay the 
combs bare, so th a t they m ay be 
reached conveniently. Lay the frame 
to receive the combs flat upon a 
board which has been previously 
gutted out one-half by one-half inch 
on every two inches of surface. This 
will allow a wooden needle to pass 
under the comb after it is fitted into 
the frame. By this means a cord of 
hard twine is drawn over the comb 
and around the entire frame and 
securely tied, spanning the frame 
every two inches. After the combs 
have all been removed, cut, fitted 
and tightly bound into the frames, 
place them carefully into the new 
frame hive and raise the old hive, 
which contains the m ajority of the 
bees. W ith a brush of Holt m aterial 
or a stiff feather gently remove the 
bees into the; new hive or to its en­ 
trance. In arranging 
the combs 
place those containing the brood in 
the center and see th a t the brood 
occupies a com pact mass in the hive. 
In a day or two the bees will hav*e 
fastened the combs in the frames and 
will untim ately remove the twine 
fastening. They cannot do this if 
wooden strips or tin fastenings are 
used. Only combs th a t are straig h t 
should be used; fill the remainder of 
the frames with foundation which I 
would recommend rather than crook­ 
ed combs, but 
combs containing 
brood should all be used.—American 
Agriculturist.

The Indian Commission in Brainerd. 
The Chippewa commission arrived 
here on Sunday and sent runners to 
Gull Lake to collect the Indians to­ 
gether. 
After a full investigation 
and explanation Bad Boy's band as­ 
sented to the agreement, there being 
no dissenting voices. 
The party 
started northward from there for the 
Mississippi tribes going first to Leech 
Lake. It is well known here that the 
Leech Lakers have been disposed to 
baso opposition to signing upon the 
grounds of their long standing and 
long unpaid claims for damages to 
their rice fields from overflow by the 
government dams. 
Commissioner 
Rice does not fear such an obstacle. 
In fact, the White Earther’s example 
is likely to be of overwhelming in­ 
fluence. At White Earth the signing 
was almost unanimous. Thus far the 
Indians have ceded between three 
and four million acres, containing the 
most valuable as well as the most ex­ 
tensive pine forest in the northwest 
The commissioners also secured for 
the lumbermen the free use of all 
streams running through the dimin­ 
ished reservation. Some of the ne­ 
gotiations have been long and tedious 
but universal satisfaction to the In­ 
dians has been the result. 
Agent 
Schuler has been in constant attend­ 
ance and of acknowledged service. 
A delegation headed by two principal 
chiefs came from Red Lake to White 
Earth to thank the commissioners for 
the very happy termination of the 
negotiations, saying their people were 
all satisfied—a very unusual occur­ 
rence. 
The commission’s work is 
among the tribes of the following 
reservations, and will be prosecuted 
from this point in the order named: 
Gull Lake, Leech Lake, Cass Lake, 
\\ innebagoshish. White Oak Point 
and Sandy Lake, which will complete 
the work to do on the Mississippi. 
This done they will go to Mille Laos, 
and from thence to the Wisconsin 
and Lake Superior reserves.

The Indian Commission in Brainerd. 
The Chippewa commission arrived 
here on Sunday and sent runners to 
Gull Lake to collect the Indians to­ 
gether. 
After a full investigation 
and explanation Bad Boy's band as­ 
sented to the agreement, there being 
no dissenting voices. 
The party 
started northward from there for the 
Mississippi tribes going first to Leech 
Lake. It is well known here that the 
Leech Lakers have been disposed to 
baso opposition to signing upon the 
grounds of their long standing and 
long unpaid claims for damages to 
their rice fields from overflow by the 
government dams. 
Commissioner 
Rice does not. fear such an obstacle. 
In fact, the White Earther's example 
is likely to be of overwhelming in­ 
fluence. At White Earth the signing 
was almost unanimous. Thus far the 
Indians have ceded between three 
and four million acres, containing the 
most valuable as well as the most ex­ 
tensive pine forest in the northwest 
The commissioners also secured for 
the lumbermen the free use of all 
streams running through the dimin­ 
ished reservation. Some of the ne­ 
gotiations have been long and tedious 
but universal satisfaction to tho In­ 
dians has been the result. 
Agent 
Schuler has been in constant attend­ 
ance and of acknowledged service. 
A delegation headed by two principal 
chiefs came from Red Lake to White 
Earth to thank the commissioners for 
the very happy termination of the 
negotiations, saying their people were 
all satisfied—a very unusual occur­ 
rence. 
The commission’s work is 
among the tribes of the following 
reservations, and will be prosecuted 
from this jioint in the order named: 
Gull Lake, Leech Lake, Cass Lake, 
Winnebagoshisli, White Oak Point 
and Sandy Lake, which will complete 
the work to do on the Mississippi. 
This done they will go to Mille Laos, 
and from thence to the Wisconsin 
and Lake Superior reserves.
